Vatican of what purports to be terms 
of peace aceptable to both the United 
States and Spain is set down here as 
only one of many feelers tha thave 
been thrown out within the past two 
weeks, probably to test public feeling 
in the United States primarily, and 
secondly to break slowly to the masses 
of the Spanish people the realization of 
their completa defeat, something of 
which they are not aware, because of 
the superhuman, efforts put forth by 
the Spanish government to suppress 
or prevent news of actual events. It 
is suspected here that the conditions 
named, annexation to

United 


States of Cuba and Porto Rico, and 
the relinquishment to-Spain of 
the 


Philippines, represent what may be 
now looked upon as the maximum con- 
cessions that Spain is willing to make. 
From this point of view the statement 
is not discouraging, though of course 
it must be realized that the Spanish 
maximum 
is very much 
below the 


American minimum. Still there must 
be some starting point for negotia- 
tions that will lead In the end up to 
peace, and therefore the publication 
of these various feelers is not depre- 
ciated by our government, though so 
far it can be positively asserted that 
they have no basis of fact, at least on 
this side.

Supposed to Be Spain's Tactics. How 


Talk of Armistice Is Received. 


"Washington, July 26.—The report from 


Madrid that the Spanish government 
was preparing a message asking for an 
armistice with a view to discussing the 
terms of peace makes no impression 
hero. A member of the cabinet who has 
been always for peace said last night 
that this was not the way for Spain to 
begin negotiations. "We have seen so 
much of Spanish efforts to put off the 
settlement of the Cuban question," he 
said, ''that wa cannot look on such a 
proposition as anything else than a play 
for time. Just before the war began 
Spain sought delay by declaring an 
armistice In Cuba. It was not sincere, 
and it amounted to nothing. The Cu- 
bans saw that Spain simply sought to 
.induce them to suspend their fight for 
independence during the rainy season, 
so as to enable Spain to recruit her 
armies and be in better condition for 
military operations in the fall. They 
made the point that Blanco had done 
no fighting for several months, and that 
his campaign had been carried on solely 
against non-combatants. 


"To grant an armistice now would be 


to play into Spain's hands. Just as she 
hoped to get us to play into her hands 
before. It would mean the cessation of 
hostilities on the part of the United 
'States alone and would be a one-sided 
affair. Spain has done no fighting. She 
has made no offensive movement since 
ths war began. " She has simply resisted 
our demand and our ef£»rt to enforce 
Itha demand. We objected to her in- 
human rnisgovcrnment in Cuba and 
were forced to demand that she should 
Withdraw from the island and let the 
people there establish their own grovern- 
jment. We declared war and sent our 
army and navy to Cuba. We have been 
successful at Santiago, but there is not 
the slightest indication of surrender at 
Havana. We want to end the war, but 
there would be no hope of such a result 
in granting an armistice unv--ss definite 
propositions were made before the sus- 
pension of hostilities. Our previous ex- 
perience \vith Spain has been a warn- 
ing." 


"How, then, are we to secure peace?" 
"Spain must admit that she has been 


whipped and ask for terms." 


There Is plenty of talk about peace 


•proposals, but there is no authenticated 
inovemeiit looking toward its accom- 
plishment. All tho talk in Spain is in 
jthe nature of feelers to see how the 
Spanish people will accept such a sug- 
jgiestion. They receive it, the informa- 
jtion to our state dapartment shows, 
with hoots and jeers. No public man 
has yet arisen in Spain with political 
courage and strength of character suf- 
ficient to propose an honorable peace 
and prevent the Spanish nation from 
plunging further into a debt from which 
this generation, and perhaps the next, 
Will'be unable to extricate it.

ness in the executive office.

THE POPl'LAR BONDS. 


The war bonds to be issued by the 


government will go into the hands of 
the people at par. The bidders for the 
bonds are all classes of people from 
workingman 
to 
millionaire. 
The 


amounts bid for run from the mini- 
mum allotment up to the entire issue 
of $200,000,000. The bonds will be al- 
lotted to bidders for amounts under 
$500 to the aggregate of more than 
$100,000,000, and the remainder will go 
to bidders 
for 
$5,000 amounts 
and 


under. 


The bonds will pay 3 per cent, inter- 


est for 10 years and possibly for 20 
years, the government reserving the 
option of paying in 10 years or extend- 
ing1 the time to 20 years. This gives 
the holders of 
the 
bonds safe and 


steady investments for 10 years at a 
fair average rate of interest and whol- 
ly exempted from risk. The character 
of the securities is such as to make 
investors feel secure and those who 
buy will probably hold them. 


The government could have sold the 


bonds on the open market at a pre- 
mium and realized 3 or 4 r>er cent, 
above par, but the desirability of plae- 
ing the bonds in small lots in the hands 
of the people outweighed the premium 
consideration. 
The people being the 


government are entitled to first con- 
sideration, and the people have had it 
in the floating of these bonds. There 
is sentiment in the manner of floating 
the bonds, but it is the kind of senti- 
ment that is healthy and practical. 


Capitalists who bid for the bonds 


and failed to get them may now turn 
their ingenuity to buying them from 
individual holders, but it is not likely 
that they will succeed to any marked 
extent. The people have learned to 
reason that what is a good investment 
for the capitalist is a good invesment 
for them, and they will not part with 
their bonds except they be tempted 
by larger premiums than the capital- 
ists can afford to pay for them. 


The poplar loan is successful in 


every respect except to irreconcilable 
free silver proponents, who fear that 
the people, becoming bondholders, will 
set their faces resoliftely against any 
scheme of repudiation or proposed pay- 
ment in 50-cent silver dollars.

New England Crops Affected 
by tho 


Itiiii-H or Lust Week. 


Boston, July 20.—Rain is still needed 


In New Hampshire and Vermont and 
parts of western Massachusetts. Early 
potatoes arc already injured in many 
sections of these states. Unless rain, 
comes soon corn and lute potatoes will 
be a short crop. In the remaining states 
potatoes and corn are very promising. 
'Apples will be light, and the cranberry 
crop is in doubt. The bloom, which was 
full, in many bogs abundant, has been 
greatly injured by fire worms. 


Maine—Rain is needed in Lincoln, 


Waldo and Washington counties. 
In 


the latter county there will be a fm<; 
crop of apples, while the reverse will 
be true of Oxford. 
There are reports of 


injury to potatoes, but the crops are 
satisfactory on the whole. 


New Hampshire—Drought is felt in 


Belknap, Cheshire and Sullivan coun- 
ties. 
There will be a short crop of 


apples throughout the state. 


Vermont—Early potatoes are rusting 


In Grand Isle and Lamoill, and corn is 
backward in Rutland and Washington. 
No county is favored by good conditions 
as to apples. 
In some sections of Chit- 


tendon pears will be plentiful. 
Oats 


are good in Grand Isle and poor in 
Rutland. 


Massachusetts—In all the counties 


crops are doing well. 
Hampshire needs 


rain. 
Tobacco is uneven, but in good 


condition. , Cranberries are promising, 
but the worm is destroying in Plymouth. 


Rhode Island—There is no complaint 


as to crop conditions, although oats will 
be light. 
Newport will have an average 


yield of corn and potatoes, and in Prov- 
idence apples are promising. 


Connecticut—Corn is backward in New 


London; apples, early potatoes and oats 
are light in Fairfleld. 
Tobacco and 


apples are doing well in Hartford. Lit- 
tlefleld's rye crop is fair.

THE BEEHIVE. 


Expiated His Crime by Shooting Himself 


Through the Head. 


\Voonsocket, July 26.—One of tho most 


deplorable tragedies happening in this 
vicinity trarspired in Blaekstonp Mon- 
day evening, stirring that town to its 
Tenths and causing intense excitement 
in this city. 
Bernard F. Boylan, his 


wife 
and 
his mother-in-law, Kitte 


Maroney, were the people concerned, 


pylan murdered the latter, shot hia 


wife seriously and ended his mental 
misery by suicido. 


Nobody heard the sound of the shots, 


but Three men who were in the front of 
the house saw the women cornc out, and 
heard one scream, "Barney shot us." 
The men helped them into David H. 
Gilbert's store, where Mrs. Maroney 
fell to the floor in an unconscious state. 
Her condition was at once seen to be 
very serious and she was taken to the 
home of James Carney, where at 8:09 
she died. 
Mrs. Boylan was removed to 


the home of Josaph Largess, where an 
attempt was made to operate on her. 
The bullet was removed from the ab- 
domen, but the one that lodged in tha 
liver could not be reached, and as tho 
patient was in a. critical state, a second 
attempt to extricate it was delayed. 


Immediately after the shooting had 


been reported to the town officers, Sheriff 
Nugent went to the Maroney tenement 
to find Boylan. 
The man was found 


lying on his left side, near the kitchen 
stove, with the right hand slightly raised 
and clenched as if he had the revolver 
in his hand, although the weapon was 
lying under his face, with one unused 
cartridge in it. 
The pool of blood in 


which Boylan lay was his own lif eblood, 
for as the sheriff leaned over him, it 
was seen that a wound behind the ear 
had been inflicted. 
Boylan had shot 


himself, arid death relieved his suffering's 
in less that an hour after the time ha 
shot the women. 
He was unconscious 


whon found, and died without showing 
any sign of intelligence. 


Eoylan and his wife had not been 


happy in their married life, and for some 
months they had lived apart, Mrs. Boy- 
lan returning to her mother's roof short- 
ly before achild was born, three months 
ago. 
Soon after they were married, 


about 13 years ago, and before the birth 
of the first child, Boylan left his home 
and got employment with a bridge build- 
pr in Chicago. 
Afterwards h« was in 


the saloon business in that city, and 
some years later returned to the east, 
working at bridge building: in New York. 
About 14 months ago he succeeded tc 
the grocery and drygoods business hers 
of his brother, Lawrence .W. Boylan, 
now deceased. 


At different times he had returned to 


his wife, but from all accounts they were 
not reconciled. 
The last separation is 


believed to have much to do with the 
desperate acts of the husband. 
He had 


sold out his business to one Alexander 
Cummingrs of Chicago, he had claimed, 
before the separation. 
It is believed 


that his habHs at that time made his 
business venture a failure and drove 
Mrs. Boylan from his presence.

murder ajid suicide furthermore ara 
thought to have been the act of a mai 
wrought to frenzy by dissipation.

Practical Breeding. 


When we have said that wo believed 


that the bird for tho farmer or tho vil- 
lage poultry keeper to have is a stand- 
ard bred bird, we have known that 
many who have good flocks of fowl 
would feel that they could not afford to 
dispose of their entire flocks of hens and 
pullets to bcgi-j anew upon some that 
would bo all of cue breed. 
Whether it 


would be profitable for them to accom- 
plish this by selling their own eggs in 
tho market and paying more for eggs 
to hatch from well brc d birds we will 
not discuss now, bpca.-j.se if we wcro 
able to provo to our own satisfaction 
that it -would bo for their advantage to 
do so they would not all bo convinced, 
or, convinced against their will, "they 
would be of the same opinion still." 
For such we have another suggestion to 
offer. 
Select next season some of the 


best fowl in the flock, healthy, active 
and good layers, and mate them with a ' 
malo cf some good breed to obtain eggs 
for hatching, allowing all other hens to 
run without any male. 
It is not neces- 


sary to obtain a prize bird nor a 93 
point bird, but get as good a one as the 
means will allow, or such as you will 
feel a little proud of, and from those 
mat Jugs raise chickens. Raise enough 
of them to allow of the pullets being 
carefully onlled, and the best selected 
for next year's breeding to the same 
male or another of tho same breed. We 
are not so much afraid of inbreeding as

A poultry breeder says that extra, 


largo sized eggs seldom hatch well, aud 
he profejs the medium sized eggs from 
the same flock. It is doubtful if a 
thicken was hatched from a very large 
»jgg whether it would grow to make any 
larger fpwl or one that would be more 
likely to lay largo eggs than the chicken 
"xom an egg of medium size. Possibly 
3y such selections for several genera- 
tions tho trait might become fixed, but 
usually tho very large egg is aa unnatu- 
ral production or au accidental one 
caused by the condition of the fowl bo- 
fore laying. 


All the experiments show thac eggs 


from very fat hens will not hatch well. 
This is not always because tho eggs are 
not fertile, for very often the process of 
hatching will be started all right, bnt 
tho embryo will die sooner or later, 
sometimes as early as tho third day and 
at others not until fully formed and 
ready to leave the shell. Tho lack of 
vitality in tho eggs from a flock of very 
fat hens is no doubt duo to lack of vigor 
in tho hen, which is transmitted to tha 
omtiryo irttho shell.—Farmers' Koviow. 


Hftvo Enough Nests. 


It Is not necessary to have as many 


nests in the henhouse as there are hens, 
but it ia better to havo too many than 
not enotiffh. and tbroo nnsrs nrr» jtof fr-r> 
many for four or five hens. If there aro 
less than thia, several will lay in ono 
nest, and often in the struggle for two 
or threo to get in it at ono time ogg.i 
will bo broken, not only causing the 
losa of the broken ones, but daubing tho 
others, and perhaps teaching tho kras 
to eat their cggw, and thus 
greater loss.

in color after molting the hopeful ex- 
pectations based on a youngster's per- 
formance are often unfulfilled in the fu- 
ture. 


The Houdau can by no means rank 


as a neglected breed. It has too many 
friends for that in, this country, who, 
on account of its excellent attributes, 
gallantly stick to it through 
thick 


and thin. Moreover, it offers a splendid 
opening for the enterprising breeder of 
crested poultry, and I strongly com- 
mend it to tho care of those fanciers 
who have a partiality for this peculiar

At Ideals Change FtaudurdH of Excellence 


Should Cliau|{« Ainu. 


Quito frequently wo meet with ..an 


article tho burden of which IK tho iiefd 
of a perniiineijt standard. Tho argc- 
mcuts iu favor of such u standard are 
usually oil fu-ht sight perfectly bound. 
They generally include the wrong done 
to the breeder by tho constant changes 
introduced, so that ho no sooner scorns 
to have got bis stock up to the existing 
ftancjard than a change is introduced 
und tho work has to bo done all over 
ugaia. This looks like a decided lo&.s to 
tho breeder and a hindrance to the prog- 
rorf of poultry breeding. 


That sudden changes, such as hereto- 


fore have beoc made ia tho standard for 
White Humbugs, describing the shanks 
white at one revision, blue at tbo next, 
then back to white, only to bo changed 
again to blue, do work u serious injury 
to tho breed cannot be denied, lint such 
fickleness dc<-s not characterize most; of 
tho changes introduced into tho stand- 
ard. They arc usually such ae indicate* 
a progressive development of tho breed 
and arc introduced to add to that devel- 
opment. .Stock bred r.p tj tho require- 
ments of tho old standard are fitted to 
advance tov, al'd the requirements of tho 
new. £u'jh changes are perfectly ra- 
tional. 


Tho inoperable objection to a perma- 


nent standard seems to mo to lie in the 
fact thac u.s the siandard bets forth an 
ideal fowl and as ideals change from 
year to year it can remain true only as 
it suffers a change to bring it into har- 
mony with the new ideal. Whether it 
bo good or bad for poultry breeding— 
and I am enough of an optimist to think 
it good—ideals will and do change. If 
our standard is to set forth an ideal 
fowl, it must change with the change 
in the ideal. 


A permanent standard presupposes 


that ideals are fixed and that the mak- 
ers of the standard have seen tho ut- 
most progress of which all the varieties 
of fowls are capable. Both suppositions 
are false. 
Ideals are not fixed, and no 


one has wisdom enough to know where 
the limit of development rests. Suppose, 
for example, that in 1880 a permanent 
standard had been made for the Barred 
Plymouth Rock, based, as it must have 
been, upon the development of that 
variety at that time, where would have 
been the beautiful bird of today? Or 
suppose at a still earlier date, when the 
Brahma had both single and pea combs 
(mighty poor pea combs), and the Co- 
chin was the long legged Shanghai, 
which could eat from tho top of a flour 
barrel, a permanent standard had been 
made f6r 
these two breeds, where 


would have been the magnificent Brah- 
ma of today, with its almost perfect pea 
corn^i, and tho massive Cochin, with its 
compact build and great feather devel- 
opment? No one in those days could 
have foreseea the development of these 
breeds, and if a permanent standard had 
been made, and this great development 
been lost, the poultry world would hare 
Ecfiered aa irretrievable injury. I know 
that there are those who declare the old 
time fowls equal to the modern ones, 
jnst as there are those who sigh for the 
good old times before steam and elec- 
tricity had transformed the condition- 
of life. 
But I am sufficiently familiii) 


with the old time fowls to know thai 
such ideas are absolutely false and mis- 
leading. 
The good eld times are a fie 


tion, and tho good old fowls, compared 
with the rncdcrn, a delusion. Prcgref 
is written all ovor pouliry breeding, c.- 
well as over everything clso. Pcets ma' 
sing of a golden ago iu the past, but hi? 
tory shows that tho golden ago is in the 
future and that; the present is tho bey- 
age the world has ever seen. 


If our forbears could not have seer 


and provided for the present devclor 
meat of our fowls out of what sosinc!'" 
perfection to them, why should wo L; 
sufch confirmed cgctisss as to tinnk thir 
wo can do wbut tney could not? For on: 
1 trust 1 ain modest enough to diLc!:ri:r 
such foresight. 
We may bo able to an 


ticipatc the development of a few year--, 
though even in that we sometimes err 
but none of us possesses tho prophetic, 
eye which can detect what will bo the 
development at the i,nd of tho first dec- 
ado of tho nest century. 


Despite tbo ehaiise introduced at Bos 


ton I like the idea that otir sranclr.rfi 
should not be revised oi''.,r-nc.' than ouc; 
in five years, for wo ought to li» nblf rr 
anticipate 23 much as that, but I enu,"l- 
iy like tho idea that if revision is thcr 
needed, if ideals have changed, if fowl' 
have developed, a revision can be had. 
Net a permanent standard, but a pro- 
gressive standard—>>no that saves all 
that is good in tho eld and adds im- 
provement in tho new—is what tlu 
poultry industry clrni.iurls.—II. S. Bab- 
cock in Country Gentleman.

Before one kills and drtsses a fowl 


for market or for dinner it is impartant 
that it shall be caught, and there is a 
right way and a wrtong way for even so 
simple a task as this. We will describe 
two different methods. Go ont when the 
fowls are in the yard or around the' 
buildings together, and, having decided 
upon tho one wanted, call about a half 
a dozen boys and one or two dogs, if 
they can be found, and start after it, 
up and down and around, as the chase 
may go. Step on one or two of the oth- 
ers, or if they are too spry for that, 
throw a club among them. They will 
not be scared out of the week's growth. 
— that is all 'nonsense—^bnt they may be 
scared ont o^ a week's production of 
eggs, and when the victim is caught 
wring its neck instead of bleeding it. 
This and the race will create jnst fever 
enough to make the meat real strong 
and hearty, too hearty for au invalid, 
perhaps, but there is the fun of the 
hunt, almost as good- as a circus for ev- 
erybody bufc the hens. Then there is an- 
other way. Go out very .quietly at night 
and pick the bird off the roost and 
confine it tinder a bos or basket until 
morning and Wait* until the crop is 
empty, then with a blow on the back of 
tho neck stnn it, ancf opening the beak 
with a sharp knife cut across the roof 
of the mouth- well back, and hold wings 
and legs until it has bled all ont, so 
that it will not -be bruised in, its death 
struggles, pick and dress it quickly, and 
when properly cocked compare it with 
the ouo killed by the other method and 
see which has the best flavor. •—; Ameri- 
can Cultivator.

Economical Breeding1, 


A cockerel of almost any standard 


breed can bs .bought in the fall when 
the fanciers are culling their flocks for 
but little more than it would sell for if 
killed for market. 
It may not be quite 


up to the fancier's idea of a good bird 
to put in a pure bred flock. If a Brah- 
ma, it n?ay not have feathers enough, on 
the toes, or if a Hock, it may not be per- 
fectly barred or may have a black feath- 
er somewhere. If a white breed, it may 
bo too yellow oa the back, and if of buff 
breed it may have too many White feath- 
ers. 
There may bo red spots on the 


•vrhito ear lobes or white spots on the 
rod, 
and the fancier will know why he 


rejects it, but if there is no cross of 
alood in it, it will be as good to grade 
up a mixed flock with as a 97 point bird 
aud possibly'better. By continuing this 
practice a few years one can obtain a 
ilcck of grades that will b£> difficult to 
distinguish froai piiro bred stock. Ee- 
mcmbor that tho inferior blood which 
is one-half tho first year becomes but 
one-quarter, one-eighth, one-sixteenth, 
ene-thirty-second and in the sixth year 
only ouo-sixty-fourth part of the breed. 
—American Cultivator. 


Quality Makes the Price. 


Make it a point to have your poultry 


of tho best quality before shipping to 
market. Ono who is not accustomed to 


isiting the largo markets knows noth- 


ing of the enormous amount of inferior 
poultry that is sold, and which largely 
affects Che prices, yet there is always a 
demand for that which is good, and at 
ft price above the regular quotations. 
Tho assorting of the carcasses before 
shipping also leads to better prices. Old 
roosters (which, seldom sell at more 
than half price) should not be in the 
fiaino boxes or barrels with better Stock, 
and to ship poultry alive and havfe roos- 
ters in tho coop with fat heps is simply 
to lower the price of tho hens, as the 
buyer will estimate the value by the 
prwcnco of the inferior stock. la fact, 
nover soud nnv poultrv to market, nnlesa 
ia first class condition, and under no 
circumstances ship the inferior with 
that which is better.—Produce Review. 


Soon tho hens which have been lay- 


ing well through the spring will betak- 
ing a vacation, even if they are not 
broody, and then is the time-when there 
will bo danger of thoir accumulating 
too much fat if they are given the same 
rations as they have been receiving. 
Drop out all cornineal nnd corn or 
wheat and substitute bran, maahos with 
plenty of raw meat or fish and oats, Tin.

this city from the battlefield of San- 
tiago, dated July S: 


We have been under a flag of truce 


since Sunday noon, a mile and a half 
from the city of Santia^.. It will be 
up tomorrow at 10 a. m. 


Well we have had a battle with the 


Spaniards. I tell you the first three 
days of the battle was a corker. I was 
scared at first, but just as soon as 
they let us make the charge the fear 
all left. 
I was in the front rank. 


Twenty men out of our troop and one 
troop of the Rough Eiders and nearly 
one troop of darkies were the first to 
reach the last hill, and we stuck there 
from 2 p. m., until 10 p. m., before re- 
inforcements came. If the Spaniards 
that are in the city of Santiago do not 
surrender before 10 tomorrow 
in it for another battle. 


Company M of Adams Is on the Tine 


ready for the battle. The only thing 
we are afraid of is the blowing up of 
the city of Santiago by the Spaniards 
after we take it, if they have it well 
mined. 


We get enough to eat such as it is, 


Bacon, hard tack and coffee, once in 
a great while some corned beef. The 
water is very good. I have no kicks 
coming and am 
perfectly 
satisfied; 


everything is all right. 


You can bet the Lord was with us. 


or we coula never have done what we 
flid. I tell you a person

Tells of the Sensation of Being Hit by 


a Spanish Bullet. 


Private John Walsh of Adams, who 


was one Of the two Second Regiment 
boys to reach New York on the hos- 
pital ship Relief, 
has 
been inter- 


viewed, and gives an interesting story 
of the battle. 
Walsh is doing well, 


and is very cheerful, although he is 
still confined to his cot. Private 
Walsh was one of the. five men in Co 
M hit that morning. The others were 
Simmons, Carey, Thiele and Paradise. 
His story of the war is not elaborate, 
for from the nature of the ground he 
could not see much. lie was lying in 
the tall grass, shooting with 400 yards' 
elevation at 
the place 
where 
the 


Spanish seemed to be, when a Mauser 
bullet hit him in the right thigh. His 
sensations were like niost of those hit 
with Mauser bullets. At first his leg 
wa^ numb, and he could hardly feel 
that he had any foot.
